Look  in  Trench  Coats 


Fashion  has  dipped  back  into  the 
annals  of  history  for  its  latest  theme. 
The  trench  coat  has  captured  the 
raincoat  front  bringing  with  it  all 
the  glamour  lacking  from  the  mili¬ 
tary  version  worn  by  soldiers  in  the 
trenches  during  the  First  World 
War.  The  very  first  rainwear  was 
patented  by  Charles  Macintosh  in 
1823  when  he  invented  a  water¬ 
proof  material  consisting  of  two  or 
more  layers  of  cloth  cemented  to¬ 
gether  with  India  rubber  and  the 
"mackintosh”  became  the  apparel 
for  rainy  weather.
